AN INGEWIOUS" ■ BL'AOSMAILBR. 

How a Swindler Discovorcd Defalca- 
tions asd Profited t*y thom. 

(N. Y. Times. I 

New Haven, May* 29. — Tsaac II. 
Lookwood will be arraigned before the 
; grand jury of the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Hartford, on Thursday, 
charged with using the mails for 
fraudulent |»urpos«. After a rather 
checkered business enreor Lock wood 
went to Stepney, where lie had an 
aunt, an agvHl lady named Beers, who 
gave him a home and money. At" one 
time she advanced him §240 on 
diamonds valued at $500. He was 
very busy at this time, writing all the 
time and taking a great many letters 
to the poat-oflice. Finally, Look wood 
wanted his diamonds hack, and would 
noL pay the $'240 in lieu of which 
they were held. His aunt refused to 
deliver them, and he thereupon caused 
her arrest, although she was sick, on a 
charge of theft. Judge I leers of 
Bridgeport, was sent for, and adjusted 
the differences, but Mrs Heers brought 
a. suit, for a malicious prosecution, 
which is .still pending awaiting the ter- 
mination of the action instituted in 
the United States Oonrl by the hi* 
trict A ttorney. 

Lock wood had devised one of the 
most ingenious .confidence games ever 
known in this country, and was reap- 
ing the proceeds of his cleverness while 
at Stepney last w inter. He mailed to 
addresses in every part of the country 
many circulars headed "A Practical 
Philanthropy! $780,000, the Bequest 
of a Banker for the lienelil of the 
.Banking Fraternity of the United 
States." The circular calls attention 
to an alleged bequest by a retired 
banker of §780,000 for an original I 
and unostentatious charity. The re- . 
tired banker, it is explained, was, when 
a young man, employed in a Boston 
bank. He was fond of society, and,! 
possessing extravagant tastes, he was 
drawn by slow degrees into a rate of 
expenditure far in excess of his in- 
come. At last he stood upon the hank 
of ruin, a defaulter in the sum of §S5,- 
000. In despair he applied to a "very 
wealthy and eccentric friend" for 
counsel. The latter gave him SS"),000 
in cash to save lii ni "to a life of use- 
fulness." Two conditions only, ac- 
companied the gift. The tirst was, 
that an account should be kept daily 
of all personal expenses, and one third 
of the young man's means should be 
saved ami the account balanced quar- 
terly. The second condition was that 
in after life the money thus saved 
would be used to save some other per- 
son from ruin and disgrace. The re- 
cipient of this strange legacy is said to 
have grown rich, but he died without 
finding an opportunity to help any 
person as he had been helped. He 
therefore conceived the idea of leaving 
$780,000 as a sort of trust fund for 
the benefit of bank officers who have 
defaulted. The circular, it, is an- 
nounced, is sent to every bank in the 
United States, and the following para- 
graph appears in it: "Persons who do 
not stand in need and within the de- 
sign of this assistance will be too hon- 
orable to seek any advantage by pre- 
tending to, and they will see that this 
circular will not fall into improper 
hands." The recipient of the circular 
is invited to a personal interview with 
the executor, under whose signature 
at the bottom of the circular is the ad- 
dress: Poit-ofllce box No. I8*i, Step- 
ney 1 hepbt; ( lonn. 

Lock wood procured the names and 
addresses of bank 
cs and sent them 

similar circuit, r. After his arrest 
manuscript, story in the same line, en 
titled "A Banker's Life, by Himself,'' 
' was found among his edicts. He sent 
out D,000 or more of the circulars, and 
in order to do this he was obliged to 
find a post office where his operations 
would be winked at. 1 1 is believed 
by the authorities that George Page, 
the post-master at Stepney, knew of 
this scheme and was a partner in it. 
Page was arrested, but escaped, and 
is now believed to be in Dakota. 

Answers to the circulars were re 
ceived in considerable numbers. They 
came from bankers and banker's em 
ploves, from children whose fathers 
had been dishonest, and wives whose 
husbands were defaulters. Among 
the writers, whose confessions and ap- 
peals for help are in the hands of the 
authorities, were a lieutenant ill the 
royal engineers, stationed tit Guernsey, 
a ruined Irish gentleman, an attache 
of the British Wesleyan body, a poor 
Glasgow woman writing in behalf of 
her dishonest husband, and a host of 
persons in t his country, including treas- 
urers of benevolent associations, bank 
clerks, one delinquent lawyer, and one 
editor in a Boston newspaper office. 



The letters present pitiful stories of 
dishonesty and pecuniary need. Lock- 
wood's game, after he received these 
letters and became conversant with the 
affairs of the writers, was to black- 
mail them by threatening to report 
them to the financial institution or firm 
from which they had stolen according 
to their own confessions. While the 
government has obtained possession of 
copies of the circular sent out, and 
many replies received at Stepney, it 
has none of the threatening letters 
w hich Lock wood wrote in reply, and 
by which he made his collections. 
The publication of the facts may bring 
some of them to lisrlit. Nor does the 
government know 'now much he realiz- 
ed in this way, bin the officers know 
that he received a great many regis 
tered letters. When the cashier of 
the Fourth National Bank in New 
York received one of the circulars 
some time ago, he wrote at once to the 
postmaster at Stepney asking him what 
kind of a scheme was being carried on 
there. Under the circumstances it 
was not strange that the now missing 
postmaster did not bring the matter to 
the attention of the authorities.

BEAUTIFTTf, CITIES. 

There is perhaps nothing so attractive 
to travellers and tourists as a beautiful 
city. Thoy enter it with pleasure, linger 
in it with admiration and leave it with 
'regret; - . liven the ancient historians of 
bygone empires pause in their pages, amid 
" ' ''Iho'foreslia'dowings of Impending doom, 
or the deaenptfdna of sack and carnage 
invoiye4 ill'" their swift, destruction, to 
noto the wonders of beautiful cities, their 
walla, their hundred brazen gatoB, their 
monuments of art, their aqueducts and 
gorgeous temples, representing vast ex- 
penditures of wealth and endless and in- 
" ceaaant human labor— the freaks of con- 
querors or tyrants, or often the result of 
the continuous care of changing dynasties 
but doomed only to be known to poster- 
ity "by their ancient fame or mouldering 
ruins. It is well, perhaps, that the fa- 
mous cities of the past are only known to 
us through the historians, as the import- 
ance of combining sanitary precautions 
With architectural display has only lately 
impressed itself on the moderns; and it 
ia probable these ancient cities were 
scarcely less striking to the eye than tliey 
s were to the noBo! In the present day 
.' .theWhirectunil display of the average 
nty in moderated by the heavy expendi- 
ture in sanitary construction -in well 
paved streets, extensive drainage and n 
supply of pure water; and there is often 
;u» much expended ill the works under 
around as there is upon the surface, lu 
fact the scientist has frightened us into 
being clean, or at least in an attempt lo 
be so — bis omnipresent spores, germs and 
animalculte have nearly driven us frantic; 
and when everything has been done, even 
the moat elaborate system of drain age 
has often been found another vehicle for 
the spread of the very germs of disease 
which it was designed to prevent. To 
make ourselves feel al home on the sub 
jectof city improvements, it may bo use 
"nil to glance at Victoria. Architecturally 
we cannot yet boast of much beyond the 
inauguration of an era of continuous 
improvement; but even this is a great 
step gained; wood is not either an eildur 
'ing or safe building material for a city, 
and its gradual transformation into brick 
is a source of satisfaction. During the 
last few years many substantial, if not or- 
nate buildings have been erected, and we 
iMM boast of at least one btreet where the 
niajurity of the buildings are of brick, 
and some of them even have stonn fronts 
But n<>* that the liMiisn.niwliun has fail 
ly commenced and hru-k buildings ,ir< 
about lo l>c erected in s«i many difforeni 
i|Uaiters, it might be Well lu dwell for a 
moment on the elTeetive advantages of ar- 
chitectural unity , although it will prob- 
. ably require am.ther geiiuratioii of build- 
in'gs' to reach that point For instance, if 
wo glance along Government street we see 
tall buildings and short buildings jostling 
each other without any regard to appear- 
ances. Uf course this cannot be helped; 
but a gradual attempt at uniformity in 
'' 'tho height' and style of verandahs in 
streets would add greatly to their effort. 
The verandah is a convenient addition to 
buildings as it converts th i sidowalk into 
a covered way, but to a really handsome 
building it must be regarded as an archi- 
tectural defacement. To make Victoria 
a handsome and attractive city above 
ground is a way of investing money that 
will well repay its citrous; and though 
the progress may be alow where there is 
so much to be done, it should be the Coll 
tinuous aim of every citizen to make it 
worthy tho fine site it occupies, and the 
important position it holds uh the first 
city and port on the Northern Pacific, 
alike the pride of. its residents and an at 
traction to -strangers. But while the city

We have fortunately already se- 
cured a supply of pure water, and it is 
pleasant to know that the subject of 
drainage has not been Forgotten, but that 
this matter has already been the subject 
of anxious discussion, and is now only 
wailing tho development of a system ca- 
pable of gradual development within the 
scope of the means of the city. Our pres- 
ent apology for drainage would scarcely 
bu admissible in any other climate, and 
the ora of improvement which has com 
menced above ground is a particularly fa- 
• vorahle time for beginning the lip less 
important one below. And now we may 
reasonably ask, will Victoria bo one of 
the beautiful cities of the future, with a 
handsome uniformity about its street 
architecture that will huara long perspec- 
tive, well paved streets, not forgetting 
.squares and fountains, illuminated at 
night by tho electric lamp, and below an 
excellent system of drainage/ We have 
aeen such cities, scarcely uf greater extent 
than Victoria and the answer must rest 
with ourselves.

A San Francisco dispatch says: Tho 
amount of freight going ncrth has very 
perceptibly increased during the past ten 
days, and in consequence steamers on 
both Ihe Portland and the Sound routes 
have been taxed to their utmost capa- 
city.

On the 17th the steamship Barnard 
Castle was reported at San Francisco as 
missing. She was safe at Departure Bay 
having boon seven days in making the 
passage. 

Steamship Arabic, now at San Francis- 
co, brought 57 Chinese for Victoria. 

Steamship (J. W. Elder made the run 
to San Francisco in 034 hours— the best, 
by one half-hour, ever made. 

Steamship Wilmington sailed from San 
Francisco fur Victoria June 17th. 

Yesterday morning, at 0:30, the steam- 
er Eureka that was sunk some time ago in 
Peril Straits, between Harrisburg and 
Sitka, on nor voyage from tho north, and 
raised again, called oil' the mouth of the 
harbor and landed pilot George, and then 
held on her way to San Francisco. 

The barquea Professor Nordeiiskjold 
and Allien Besso from Hongkong, have 
finished discharging cargo and tho barque 
Princess Royal from London will finish 
discharging to-day . 

The steamship Dakota having dis- 
charged 381 tons of freight sailed yester- 
day afternoon for the Sound. 

Yesterday the steamer Alexander 
brought down the ship Invincible coal 
laden from Deparaturo Bay for San Fran- 
cisco.

SAFETY OF "THE EUREKA. 

Sho Arrlvos off this Harbor and 
Pro:oodo on for San 
Francisco. 

Steamship Eureka which lately ran on the 
beach at Peril Straits, Alaska, nearly two 
months ago, arrived at Victoria wharf 
yesterday morning, and after landing 
Pilot George proceeded on her voyage to 
San Francisco. Capt. George reports 
that the Luuge brothers, the divers, wont 
down and put canvas over tho hole in thu 
Eureka's forefoot. The vessel was then 
pumped out, and with tho aid of camels 
under her bow she raised. She was then 
moved to a better position, where tho 
forefoot was repaired. Everything was 
ready by June 11th, when steam was got 
up and the steamer proceeded on her voy- 
age. She called at Ketteznoo, Clnlcat, 
Harrisburg (where tho Idaho was mot 
bound north) and returned by way of 
Wrangel and Cape Fox cannery, arriving 
at Departure liay on the night of tho 
17th and at Victoria at six o'clock yester- 
day morning. Saw nothing of the Bonita 
or the Otter. The Eureka was beached 
on the '.'nth of April and lay there one 
month before either men or appliances 
arrived to repair the damage. Pilot 
George staid with tho Eureka from tho 
time of the disaster until the vessel was 
ready for sea, and then piloted her over 
tho course described back to Victoria, 
wdiere he left her yesterday. 

A Very Oloso Raco. 

"Talking about the Canadian Pacific bo- 
coming the shortest route to China," said 
a sailor on tho Alden Besse yesterday to 
a shipmate, "puts me ill mind of tho 
closest race between two clippers as I 
never know on. The Jane Shore and an- 
other ship loft Hongkong in '72 with car- 
goes of tea for London, starting at the 
same day and hour. 1 waa on board the 
Jane Shore, and wdien morning broku 
there was nothing visible of the other 
ship alow or aloft. You see the vossols 
were carrying the first teas of the season, 
and our skipper clapped on every stitch of 
canvas he could carry to try and reach 
port first. Everything went on all right 
until we was off the Cape of Good Hope, 
when we sighted a sail, and what should 
it bo but the very ship which left Hong 
kong with us. F'roni that time we saw 
nothing of her until wo got in tho Eng- 
lish channel and took a tug; when who 
should we see being towed about a quar- 
ter of a mile ahead but the very same 
identical vessel.

Tho Channel Tunnel- 

(From The London Daily Telegraph ) 
A tall shaft, a steam engine, an air loco- 
motive and a couple of \Vooden shanties 
mark the spot destined, it may bo, to 
abut upon tho English mouth of the chan- 
nel tunnel, oV rather a channel tunnel— 
for there are other schemes afoot to join 
London and the oxtremest point. of tho 
Continent of Europo in a continuous rail- 
way journey and without changes of car- 
riages. ... .. , , . 

A Bombrandt or a Sulvator Bosa might 
have done pictorial justice to such a 
scene. Under foot for a great portion of 
tho way the ground is almost ankle-deep 
in slush; and the stalwart fellows who 
drag and push 'the trollies — trudging man- 
fully along— have enough to do to keep 
their foothold. The travellers for tho 
greater length of time, moving through a 
dim twilight, cannot .well make out the 
feature oven of thoso who sit beside 
them. Now and again tho little electric 
lamps, sot in rude niches of. tho naked 
grey chalk, cast a brilliant but. fugitive 
light on the passing train. Then, for 
awhile, all is again but darkness visible. 
There are shadows above and beneath and 
all round. Looking backwards or for- 
wards through the deoponing gloom the 
traveller sees an ovor-recoding, seemingly 
endless funnoll-shaped perspective, lit at 
long intervals as with tiory eyes. On- 
ward, and yet onward — to no sound savo 
tho splashing made by the tall workmen 
tramping through mud, and tho drip, drip 
of the water upon the hood above our 
heads — we are dragged and pushed be- 
neath the shingle and the sand of the 
shore for a time level with the beach, and 
then down, a quarter of a mile deep, past 
low water mark, under the bed of the 
channel. 

The bore has cut. clean 'through the 
gray chalk in a circle as round and true as 
the inside of a wedding ring. So thor- 
oughly indeed is i ho instrument adapted 
to thu work and to tho material that in 
dry places it is possible to soo tho chisel- 
marks made a couple of years ago. At 
intervals along the route, where it is 
feared the water might come through, the 
sides and roof have boon paved with lead 
or clay, and hold up with solid iron bands 
apparently about eighteen inches wide. 
Sometime.-? in the fitful flashes of light, the 
eye rosts Upon failing red rivulets, like 
streams of blood, pouring down the 
damp walls. Ever and anon there are 
"faults" in the clayey chalk not yet re- 
medied. So we go on and on, moments 
seeming as minutes, until tho electric 
lamps cease altogether, and tho long, aw- 
ful cave is enveloped in a darkness that 
would bo impenetrable but for the glim- 
mer of a fow tallow candles stuck into tho 
bare walls of the cutting. Even a mile 
and more from the mouth of tho shaft 
it, is not difficult to breathe; for 
the same machinery which works the 
bore pumps drives a continuous supply of 
fresh air into the seven-foot pipe, which 
at present forms no more than tho nu- 
cleus of a tunnel. At a distance of 2300 
yards from the pit- mouth we come Ui>oii 
a simple and wonderful pioeo of machin- 
ery which can pierce through the bed of 
the sea with extraordinary celerity and at 
a cost cheaper than is required fur the 
making of an ordinary tunnel under a 
hill. By permission of the president of 
the board of trade, the engineer is al- 
lowed to make a couple of turns in order 
to show our party the method of its work- 
ing. Presently we remounted our not 
too comfortable carriage and pass stoop- 
ing once more along the fearsome narrow 
way; pass by spaces of horrible shadows 
and glimpses of welcome light. And 
finally we are swung up through the shaft 
into the outer air, where the glad sun- 
shine catches the tall cliffs face and 
bathes the smiling and yet unbetrayed 
channel in an atmosphere of golden 
glory. 

A SUBMERGED FOREST. 

A "Wondorful Formation at tho Bot- 
tom or Lako Tahoo 

Carson (Ncv.) Appeal, Juno 

For some years there has been a 
bank in Lake Taboo, which in clear 
weather has generally been taken for 
moss formation. It lies at the light 
of the steamer's course between Tahoe 
City and Tallac House, about two 
beyond Idlowild. It looked as if a lot 
of trees had sunk to the bottom of the 
lake and that moss and slime had col- 
lected there till the whole presented a 
wavy, semi-transparent appearance 
about fifty feet below the surface. 
During the past few weeks the moss 
and debris have disappeared, and now 
when the water is clear a forest of 
pine trees can be plainly seen, with 
every limb and twig perfect. On 
Wednesday last some fishermen went 
out there in a boat and lowering some 
grappling irons, secured several splen- 
did pieces of the petrifaction, One is 
a pine branch about three feet long, 
which, when held a few feet from the 
eye, has the appearance of a pine 
branch just taken from a living tree 
and apparently fresh and green, the 
brittlcness and weight distinguishing 
it from the freshly cut bough. 

The specimens brought to Mr. Kin- 
ney's were specially disposed of to 
tourists. The largest piece was pur- 
chased by Henrj Townsend of San 
Francisco for §25 This is said to be 
the first thing of the kind ever found 
in the lake. The forest occupies about 
two acres and seems like a forest just 
immersed, except that its stony 
branches are forever still and tall 
weeds and vines which cluster aboul 
the trunks of the giant trees are as 
motionless as the rocks. No wind ev- 
er stirs this strange verdure ai.d the 
birds which once sang in thu branches 
centuries ago have given way to fish, 
which swarm through the forest in 
thousands.

THE CALIFORNIA 00AL. MARKET. 
Tho Futuro of Its Supply. 

San Filancisco, June 18. — Tho inter- 
esting condition which tho coal market 
assumes, and which considerably benefits 
the home article, is mainly attributable to 
the fact that tho Australian owners have 
contracted tor more than the output of 
their mines warranted. Fortius reason 
cargoes that might have been expected 
from other sources have boon neglected. 
A prominent dealer hero frankly admitted 
to an Omjuniau correspondent that if any 
money is now being made in tho market 
it was by those who handled domestic 
coal on a large scale, and it would not 
surprise him if their transactions doubled 
within the next few months. Numerous 
improvements will he made both in :he 
northern mines so as to increase the out- 
put, and also in the way of materially 
aiding in tho transportation to the city. 
The fact that a good article can be had 
nearer homo and for less money, will go 
far in creating an increased demand, to 
say nothing of the large supply which will 
have the effect of lowering present rates. 
Inquiry in other direction, results in tho 
same general ideas with the additional 
information in that by the steamer Em 
piro, which sails next week, conies a large 
quantity of steel rails for a standard nar- 
row guago road for tho East Wellington 
mines, in addition a locomotive built 
there, weighing about 20 tons, and which 
will be used on tho coal train from the 
mines to the shipping point at Departure 
Hay. She also carries 20 coal cars. An- 
other and more powerful locomotive has 
boon ordered from the Baldwin locomo- 
tive works. It is understood on the out- 
sido that this company proposes to put on 
two colliers, but that the managers aro 
undecided whether to have them con- 
structed in England or in this country, 
but that they aro inclined to !.ho latter on 
account of the increased privileges they 
would enjoy. They expect to commence 
work on the mine in about six weeks and 
estimate the output for the next fall at 
not less than 3500 tons. Over ?300,000 
baa been spent so far, though tho com- 
pany, which is a close corporation, is said 
to bo in a position to make a liberal out- 
lay. 



Notable Deatu. — A faithful mission- 
ary, a dauntless pioneer, a learned pre- 
late and an amiable and cultivated gentle- 
man has just expired at Portland. We 
refer to Archbishop Blanche! , wdio cross- 
ed the Rocky mountains in 1 8,'iti contem- 
poraneously with Bishop UeMers who 
died in this city many years ago.
